Power Distribution 


The source of power for radio operation is typically a 
battery, a power supply, solar cells or a combination 
of these. The source needs protection for short 
circuits ar excessive current within the cable or load. 
The powered device needs protection from shorts or 
overload and is especially important when installing 
in a vehicle. 


Low voliage high current distribution creates some 
special considerations. The new upcoming 
automotive standard is a 36-volt battery with an 
output of 42 VDC on average. The reason is that 
they can use smaller gauge wire for the same 
number of watts due to the higher voltage, thus 
reducing overall vehicle weight. 


Therefore having at least a single fuse on the 
pasitive connection from the source except in 
yehicles is OK. Connected devices should ideally 
have both the positive and negative leads fused. 
Additional fuses are unnecessary and especially 
when operating on external battery supply, because 
the volilage drop can be a detriment. 


Fuses including AGC and ATM/ATO/ATC blade 
fuses, are resistive devices and at high currents 
davelop voltage drops of 0.015 volts or greater. In 
addition, every connector and length of wire adds 
additional losses. The maximum voltage window for 
battery operation suggests the use of large gauge 
wire and minimum number of connections, short 
lengths of wire, and minimum number of fuses etc.
